They 
were dressed in biilliantly cloured tunics, 
slit up the sides in the usual feehion ; their 


wide trousers, which both men ‘and women, 


wear in .unam, were bound tightly round 
‘the log below tho knee. This was probably 
to show oif the morements of their bare 
Both dancing and acting in thie 
country consist of quoer contortions of 
faces, hands and fect. . An actor will stand 
on one Jeg with the other in tho air, ali 
toes ontsprend, his arms and fingers at 
queer angles. In this position he will 
stare at somebody or something sointently 
that his eyes will beeomo bloodshot and 
then auddenly he will give a fearful chriek 
and go twirling round aud round in fautas- 
tie eirelos, ‘The band consisting +f drama, 
metal gongs, Chinese violins, and piges 
sat in ono corner of the teunis-court and 
necompanied the performance with in- 
termittant discordant music, 
hght grew dimmer, natives provided with 
torches and saucers full of petroleuti 
came and squatted in nm circle round the 
dancers. To enhance the dull glare of 
thoit torches, thay. took mouthfuls of the 
obaoxiou. liquid and squirted in adroitly on 
tothe flame. ‘Tho unpleasant odour and the 
black acrid. smoke which was wafted into our 
faces did not bring this modo of illumination 
into favour though it scomed in keeping 
with the weird scene. The fitful gleams 
not only lighted up the dancers but num- 
bers of little heads of children who under 
cover of durkness had stealthily crept into 
the gardon and were watching the spectacle 
open: eyed and open mouthed. The en- 
tortainmept did not cease when we all 
went in to change for dinner and as ne 
sat on the rerandsh in the evening the 
wails of the actors and tho laughter of the 
children wore borne up to us on the breeze. 

Admiral Lambten and staff, who had 
recently seen the dancing girls of the King 
of Cambodia on their way to the ruins of 
Avkor Wat, must have found this perfor 
manco rather primitive. But Annam has 
not the wealth of Cochin China or Tonkin 
and is therofore more backward than her
